.Wilbur Thinks Conditions Will 


Be Bettered by Advice 


from Officers

Washington—Times have c-crtainly 


changed in the navy department- In- 
stead of disciplining the critic Secre- 
tary Wilbur, in effect, has asked the 
critic to imagine himself sitting as ad- 
ministrator of naval policy. Admiral 
Fiske and Admiral Sims never had 
such a privilege extended to them— 
they were compelled to carry on their 
fight in the public prints. 


Mr. Wilbur, tolerant and patient, has 


declined to regard Admiral Magrudcr's 
article in the Saturday Evening Post 
as. a breach of discipline. Ho says 
merely he wished it had been sub- 
mitted in advance, but passing over 
that point which might of 
course, 


have resulted in a refusal to give per- 
mission to print it, the secretary w.el- 
comes constructive criticism and asks 
the admiral to submit a reorganiza- 
tion plan. 


The incident illustrates a change in 


the attitude of the naval secretaries 
toward critics inside the navy. This 
has come about gradually because it 
has been considered far better to rec- 
ognize the value of criticism rather 
than to stifle it. Members o£ congress 
have managed to cross-examine naval 
officers before appropriation commit- 
tees and thus bring out criticism at 
times considered inopportune by the 
naval secretaries. But* -the criticism 
has come out just the same. Hence 
the -disinclination of ^Secretary;' "Wil- 
bur to make' a sensation out of an ar- 
ticle appearing between, sessions of 
congress -which furnishes an- oppor- 
tunity for discussion and perhaps con- 
structive suggestions'later on. 


MUST DISCUSS PROBLEMS 


The secretary o£-'the navy was on 


the supreme bench of California be- 
fore he came to Washington and re- 
tains here his judicial temperament 
toward the pro and 
con of contro- 


versial subjects. 
The execution of 


naval policy'is often handicapped by 
absence of discussion. And-frequently 
naval policy is not made by the sec- 
i-etary but by members of naval com- 
mittees m congress.' The abandon- 
ment of navy yards is one of the most 
perplexing problems of all, and mem- 
bers of congress from districts con- 
taining superfluous navy yards al- 
ways manage to gather enough votes 
among their 
colleagues to 
prevent 


abandonment. 


Admiral Magruder's 
criticism 
is 


sympathetically considered by other 
members of congress who want to 
see armament expenditures decreased 
and who welcome every bit of informa- 
tion which supports their view that 
certain stations and basis and navy 
yards are superfluous- 
Mr. Wilbur's 


method of inviting the critic to sub- 
mit a formal plan places the initia- 
tive with Admiral Magrudcr and gives 
him enough work to do for months to 
come making a detailed study of the 
things he has criticised. It's a new 
way to treat critics—to put them to 
work on constructive plans, but In 
the «nd it may draw suggestions for 
improvement which will be valuable 
to the navy department as well as con- 
gress. 


QUESTION'S ACCURACY

Wilbur of the navy has taken issue 
with the accuracy of the charge of 
lack of economy in tlic administration 
of naval yards made by Rear Admiral 
Thomas P. Magrudcr in his recent 
magazine article. 
Disputing the admiral's assertion 


that for every dollar expended for re- 
pairs in the «avy it required nearly 
four dollars for maintenance expens- 
es of the yards to make the rcirairs, 
i he secretary cited figures which he 
claimed illustrated the incorrectness 
of this statement. 
At the same time Mr. \\ilbur de- 


clined to disclose his views on tlie 
jwa-ibility of disciplinary action In 
«he cas-e against the admiral or whe- 
ther the incident was considered clos- 
rd by him. 
He announced tlial in 


icj-ponsc to his request for a na\al 
reorganization plan, the admiral had 
ropliH that he had "no full detailed 
plans for the reorganization of the 
oavy and th«s navy department."

EAST WORKERS ARE 


ARRESTED BY SOVIET 


Constantinople — C4>)— Twenty- 


eight employes of the American 
Near East Relief in Russian Ar- 
menia have been arrested by the 
soviet authorities, said advices re- 
ceived at the offices of the organ- 
Ization here Wednesday. 
. • 


A majority of those imprisoned 


were teachers in 'American or- 
phanazcs and schools, the advices 
said. No reason for the arrests 
was given by the soviet author- 
ities, except that they were acting 
under orders from Moscow. It is 
reported that the soviet authori- 
ties accused the Near East Relief 
employes of violating the govern- 
mental decree which prohibits the 
religious teaching of children. 


The soviet action was declared 


in American circles to be a flag- 
rant violation of the provision of 
the provision of the mandate un- 
der which the Near East Relief 
is working in soviet Russia and 
the American officers of the relief 
are preparing a protest in order 
to obtain the release of their per-^ 
sonnel.

Genera—MP)—The eighth assembly 


of the league of nations, just closed, 
is regarded by practically all the dele- 
gates as having materially advanced 
the cause of peace. 


The most striking manifestations 


were the branding of war as an inter 
national crime, insistence upon con- 
ciliation and arbitration, a determin- 
tion to construct some machinery of 
security to al'uy the fears of nations 
subject <.o attack, and expressions of 
an abiding faith that the mi<£SCi> of 
people everywhere will encourage and 
f upport the IcaCoivs ol governments in 
forging an anti-war machine. 


WORKED IN HARMONY 


More than any other assembly, ob- 


servers say, the one which adjourned 
Tuesday resembled a big family with 
the delegates, drawn from over fifty 
nations, actuated by a common mo- 
tive in patiently striving to organize 
the fight against war. and seemingly 
convinced that the fight can never be 
won unless it is universal in breadth. 


Repeated references were made in 


the speeches to a movement among 
the American people to outlaw war 
by the extension of arbitration 
vand 


many expressed the hope that the 
United States would participate, not 
only in the disarmament preliminaries 
but in the security negotiations.

journed at 5:20 Wednesday afternoon. 


HENRY FORD'S BROTHER 


DIES OF HEART DISEASE 


Detroit—C/P)—John Ford, 62, a bro- 


ther, of Henry Ford, died suddenly, of 
heart" disease at Fordson, a 'suburb, 
Tuesday.night. Mr. Ford, a real es- 
tate dealer, president of the Fordson 
city council and a 'member of the 
Michigan State Fair board was en- 
route home from a council meeting 
when he was stricken. He left his 
machine and entered a house he re- 
cently had purchased. When he failed 
to reach his home 
Fordson police 


started a- search, finding him dead in 
the house he recently had acquired. 


Besides two brothers, Henry and 


William Ford, he is survived by his 
widow and three children. 


According to Robert W. Ford, a son, 


his father, had been suffering for sev- 
eral weeks from heart attacks, but 
seemed to be feeling well Tuesday. 


Charles T. Earl, deputy coroner and 


Dr. A. L. Sherwood, Mr. Ford's phy- 
sician, examined 
the body shortly 


after it was found. They said there 
were no marks of violence and that 
it could not be doubted that 
Sir. 


Ford died of heart disease. Dr. Sher- 
wood said he had been treating Mr. 
Ford for a heart ailment for some 
time. 


Mr. Ford's business career was con- 


fined chiefly to real estate in Fordson, 
formerly 
the village of Springwclls. 


He was deeply interested in the po- 
litical affairs of Fordson, but was not 
financially interested in the automo- 
tive affairs of his brother, Henry.

Wets And Drys Preparing 


To Renew War In Congress 


Washington, D. C.—OP)—Wets and 


dry arc lining up their forces for a 
resumption of their annual warfare 
in congress. Neither side made any 
material progress in the way of leg- 
islation at the last session, but the 
drys are hopeful of getting through 
sonic of the administration p'roposals 
in the old Goft bill for tightening up 
the Volstead act. 


Conceding that the drys have a 


preponderance of the votes 
in both 


the houses and senate, the wets say 
there is no parliamentary method by 
which they can force action, as the 
first session of the new congress will 
continue for five or six months, prob- 
ably until just before the Republican 
national convention in June. 


Proponents of additional dry leg- 


islation incline to the view now that, 
with a presidential campaign in the 
offing, party leaders will not 
look 


with any great favor on enactment of 
more stringent provisions to a law 
which the wets now charge is impos- 
sible of enforcement.

Koennecke, German aviator who left 
Angora for Basra Saturday, arrived 
here Tuesday night. He will continue 
his flight Thursday. 


Lieutenant Konnenecke cleared the 


mystery of his whereabouts since his 
take off from Angora, Turkey. Satur- 
day, Wednesday saying that his delay 
in reaching this place had been due 
chiefly to the instructions given him 
by the Turkish authorities on leaving 
Angora as to the route to be followed. 


The'German aviator, .said.that the 


instructions irivolve3 J a ^wide detour., 
the Turkish idea apparently* _v«ing to 
prevent-foreign aviators-froni flying 
over certain areas of Turkish territor- 
ty. Koennecke said that he had halted 
at Aleppo and then had deferred de- 
parture for Bagdad, in order to avoid 
flying in the hottest part of the day.

Hargrave Detective agency to Rey- 
nolds' whereabouts. Earlier in

day Jones offered to produce Reynolds 
for $3,000. 
The agency, after get- 


ting in touch with the trustee of the 
Reynolds estate agreed to pay 
the 


money. 


When one of the detectives asked 


him if he were not the missing presi- 
dent of the Reynolds Airways, Inc., 
Reynolds at first made denial. When 
the questioner persisted, 
Reynolds 


acknowledged his identity. He said 
he merely 'had been on vacation and 
had been- .living '.under an r assumed 
'name to -prevent .being ''bothered/.', t,

:he cost ot living have been complete- 
ly reversed since 1920. statistics of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
ndicate, with the national wage index 
121 per cent higher than the pre-war 
evel and the cost-of-living index 71 
jer cent higher at the end of the first 
half ot 1927. 


The bank estimates that the average 


purchasing power of wages has 
in- 


creased 29 per cent since 1914, 
the 


gain being made chiefly in the last six 
years. 


The composite wage index shown 


on the chart, which was prepared by 
the bank, includes per capita earnings 
of factory operatives, 
railroad 
em- 


ployes, agricultural, building and un- 
skilled labor, teachers' salaries and 
earnings of clerical help. 


Wages in general are above the 


previous high level of 1920. The rate 
for all groups excepting that of un- 
skilled labor, rose .slightly last year.

Probably they are caused by fever, remarks a 


corresiwndcnt who ns>ks advice about herpes, "cold 
sores." and if so. wouldn't quinine prove beneficial? 


This Is one of the popular misconceptions 
or 


fallacies about fever. Perhaps it accounts for the 
pertinacity with which many individuals clinc to 
the notion that quinine is a £ood remedy to break 
up whatever alls the poor soot who -thinks he has 
a "cold" or "crip." 
.-. 


Quinine is the speciffc euro for malaria. If the 


malaria patient gets enough auinlne in his blood at 
the-right time the medicine will destroy the para- 
sites and end the illness. But it doesn't repair,the 
damage that has already been done by the para- 
sites. Malaria, the genuine thine, not the vague 
impairments of health that some easy jroins: folk 
assume to he malaria, is characterized by more or 
less fever, and •when the malaria parasites in the 
patient's blood cormisclcs and blood stream arc de- 
stroyed, of course the patient has.no more fever. 
This fact probably leads the popular mind to the 
fals.0 inference that ciuinine breaks up fever. Qui- 
nine docs nothing- of the kind. There may be other 
Parasitic infections, accompanied with fever, that 
quinine will cure. I don't know of any except ma- 
laria. But I can assure the reader that quinine 
is not a good remedy for fever or for any condition 
that mav be due to fever. 


If an individual takes enough quinine to poison, 


as a rule he suffers from ringing or buzzing in the 
tars. But other medicines and far more dangerous 
ones than Quinine, for popular use. will produce 
the same buzzing or ringing in the cars and the 
same sweating and other unpleasant effects that 
too much quinine produces. These other medicines 
are now even more popular than quinine ever was 
as alleged "cold cures" or "grip remedies," and very 
of«en the victim of poisoning by these other head 
ringing drugs imagines he is getting the effect from 
quinine. That idea is carefully tultivated by the 
nostrum makers who market such medicines, for 
they often use the word auinine on the label." Per- 
haps some of the 
trick "jjuinine" concoctions 


actually contain a trace of quinine—enough to take 
the curse off the lie on the label. But the ingre- 
dient that makes the victim's ears buzz and causes 
him to break out into a sweat—and too often turns 
him blue at the lips—is none'other than our old 
friend acetanilide or'acetanilide's first cousin phe- 
nacetine. 
Either of these pain !killers and heart 


stoppers mav be. present" m the concoction under 
an 
alias—phenylacetamide or acetpnenatidin, re- 


spectively. These aliases help to befuddle and fool 
the ^customer. 


A* professional teacher of therapeutics in medical 


school conjured UP a theory that possibly quinine 
may arrest inflammatory exudation, because some 
students have observed that the white blood cor- 
puscles in the blood vessels cease to migrate into the 
tissues where the germs are at work, when thers 
is some^ quinine in the blood. Even so. it is ques- 
tionable whether it would be beneficial to arrest or 
impede this natural process, and after all has hs.n 
said,, I fee! convinced that auinine isn't -north a 
hoot as a remedy for any feverish illness except 
malaria. 


Fever—elevation of body temperature above the 


normal—is generally" a beneficent feature of disease. 
Treatment calculated to reduce fever is generally 
injurious for the patient. 
Take care of the patient."

AUTHORS 


In a book I read recently that was 


a centenary memorial volume to Char- 
lotte Bronte, the statement 
tvas 


made that the English Bronto Society 
was longer-lived than any other socie- 
ty of that kind, with the exception of 
the Chaucer Society. This memorial 
volume was published in 1916, 
one 


hundred years after the birth of Char- 
lotte Bront^, and then it hd*d already 
reached the age of 23 years. I don't 
know if its is still in existence or not; 
if'it is, it has by this time broken the 
record established by tha Chaucer So- 
ciety, which died before its thirtieth 
birthday. 


Organizing a society around 
the 


memory of an author is being tried 
again and again, in spite o£ the fact 
that •long life has not fallen to the 
lot of a single one of them. Some 
one is a great enthusiast about the 
works of an author, 
still living or 


dead for centuries. He talks about him 
in and out of season. lie gets into 
communion about him with other lov? 
ers of the same writer. They discuss 
him informally and in time they hear 
of other enthusiasts. Sone one- sug- 
gests the idea of forming a -society 
and holding regular meetings. 


That was the way the Chaucer so- 


ciety was formed. Dr. Furnivall. the 
great Chaucer and Shakspere scholar, 
was the ruling spirit in .t. In 
the 


same way he vas the ruling spirit of 
the Shakspere Societs% organized la- 
terrBoth of these clubs presently died 
when the*porcons who originated the 
idea passed off the scene.. There was 
no vitality in the organizations them- 
selves: the 
individuals in it 
were 


greater than the organization. 


For a few years there was a "Wads- 


worth society, when the worshipcrsxof 
that poet held regular meetings 
to 


discuss "Wordsworth's i>oetry. final- 
ly the organization 
dwindled to the 


secretary and one other person, and 
so it gave -up the ghost. 


There have been a host of Brown- 


ing Societies lit this country and it is 
possible that some are still 5n exis- 
tence. It used to be a kind of fad to 
bo a member o? a Browning society, 


i person the same standing 


that membership in a snappy bridge 
club docs today. Many of the mem- 
bers probably did not know, a Brown- 
in/r poem from one by Ella "Wheeler 
"Wilcox. The parent organization, as 
it were, was formed in England 
In 


1S81 
and it lasted for-12 years. It 


was in existence during Browning's 
own lifetime. 


Then there is the Charlotte Bronte 


Society. It was organized in 189$ by 
a few enthusiasts and It was still go- 


ing strong In 1916, when the Bronte 
centenary was observed. There was 
also for a few years a Shelley society. 
There is today in England as Erew- 
hon v Society, the members of which 
meet' once a year to observe the birth- 
day of Samuel Butler, the author of 
'Erewhon." 
Since Butler died in 


1902, 
this organization seems to 
be 


making a bid for a longevity record> 
Toxit belong some of~llie 
foremost 


writers of today—George 
Bernard 


Shaw and people of that class. But 
It is likely that when these have 
passed off the stage the society will 
jo the way of all such organizations. 


Nothing could 
be more 
natural 


than this brevity of life. Such or- 
ganizations have their origin in the 
idea of a few that the writers for 
whom they were organized were min- 
or messiahs. But it is quite certain 
that no single writer sums up the 
thought of his age. As a rule he is 
only one voice in a chorus. Even 
Shakspere. He does'not sum up the 
Elizabethan age: it is necessary 
to 


take all the other.voices intoj:onsid- 
eration. 


After a little the members of a so- 


ciety organized around the works of 
a single writer discover this. They 
grow mentally and learn to estimate 
the value of the other writers of the 
period. 
Their interest 
in tho one 


hero becomes more and more perfunc- 
tory and presently the society dies. ' 


A single writer, no matter how 


great, is too limited to be the inspir- 
ation of an organization that 
bliall 


endure .from generation to generation.

director in charge of research at the 
experiment stations at 
Geneva and 


Cornell, succeeding R. W. Thatcher, 
who is to become president of the Mas- 
sachusetts State college. 


In illustrating the farmers chang- 


ing attitude toward scientific work. 
Mr. Morrison 
recalls some of 
the 


stories told by W. A. Henry, the first 
dean of the college of agriculture. ! 
Dean Henry, who saw the necessity of \ 
interesting farmers in scientific work, 
was speaking before a farm audience 
in northwestern Wisconsin on some 
occasion forty years ago. Ho-'urgjgfc 
them to buy wheat bran, which they 
had been dumping in the Mississippi 
River, and use it for feed for. their 
cows. He was jeered from the plat- 
form, and charged with being in tha 
pay of the milling companies of the 
state. It is evident that there has been 
remarkable progress since that day 
points out Mr. Morrison.

In the 
past, instances have been disclosed 
where "speak easies" were operated 
by dry agents for the purpose of ap< 
prehendlng violators of the dry law. 


INVOLVES BRUCE BIELASKI 
The ruling involved the payment of 


$4,973 to A. Bruco Bielaski, an under 
cover agent, formerly of Chicago, who 
operated a "speak easy" known as 
the Bridge Whist club in New York 
City. Tho money had been paid to 
Bielaski by Walter A. Green, then 
chief prohibition investigator, on the 
theory that any losses suffered 
by 


Bielaski in carrying on his club were 
chargeable ab expenses to the appro 
priation for the enforcement of the 
dry laws.

GENERAL ROUXD-UP 


Chief Hughes has ordered his po- 


licemen to pick up for mental exam- 
ination all "suspicious 
persons," all 


men with criminal records, all men 
suspected

tendencies, 


whether they are actually breaking 
the law at the time or not. 


"Something 
had to be done." the 


mild-voiced, meek-faced chief to'd me 


"Chicago's criminal record 
is be- 


coming a by-word over the world. 
AVe've tried everything—the gallows, 
(he chair, life imprisonment. We've 
b'jt'i trying to scare the bad men bv 
making an example of other crimin- 
als, and 
the only 
result has been 


more crime. 


"I believe the words 'insane asylum' 


will send more bad men running out of 
Chicago than the words 'death' or 'life 
imprisonment' ever could." 


In fact the chief points with pride 


to the fact that many great big bad 
men have alre; "y fled from Chicago 
for cities -where a man can manifest a 
deep attachment for a gat without be- 
ing accused of being a daffodil or 
cuckoo. 


QUITE HUMILIATING 


"The humiliation of being called in- 


sane is greater to most men and wo- 
inen than even the fear of death or life 
imprisonment," the chief said.
